Gentlemen, 

The  Births  registered  in  the  District  during  the  year 
1894  have  been  74,  or  26.13  per  1000.  Last  year  there 
were  72,  or  25.43  per  1000. 

Mortality  : 

There  have  been  34  deaths,  of  which  4 occurred  in 
the  Infectious  Hospital,  in  cases  not  belonging  to  the 
District,  so  that  30,  or  10.59  Per  1000,  represents  the  death 
rate  for  the  year — an  exceedingly  favourable  one.  Of  these 
deaths  8 occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  Last 
year  the  rate  was  12.36  per  iooo. 

Sickness : 

Ten  cases  of  Diphtheria,  two  of  them  fatal,  have  been 
notified,  arising  in  various  parts  of  the  Distridl.  This 
disease,  owing  no  doubt  to  the  damp  season,  has  been 
prevalent  throughout  the  country. 

Forty-two  cases  of  Scarlatina  have  been  notified,  of 
which  31  were  removed  to  the  Borough  Hospital,  and  none 
proved  fatal. 

Two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  both  mild,  and  six  of 
Erysipelas  were  notified. 

There  have  also  been  a few  cases  of  Measles. 

SUMMARY  OF  ACTION  TAKEN  FOR  PREVENTING  THE  SPREAD 

OF  DISEASE. 

In  all  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  the  Inspector  visits 
at  once,  and  informs  me  fully  of  the  circumstances  and 
surroundings  of  the  patient.  If  proper  isolation  cannot  be 
carried  out  in  cases  of  Scarlatina,  their  removal  to  the 
Hospital  is  advised.  The  Inspector  also  supplies  disinfec- 
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tants,  and  superintends  most  carefully  the  fumigation  and 
disinfection  of  the  premises,  &c.  I also  visit  when  I con- 
sider that  my  personal  attention  is  required,  and  in  all 
cases  where  the  Inspector  requires  my  advice  or  assistance. 

SANITARY  WORK  COMPLETED,  CONTEMPLATED,  OR  REQUIRED. 

1.  Systematic  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  Steadman 
who  keeps  me  constantly  informed  of  all  matters  of  impor- 
tance, and  I visit  systematically  the  various  parts  of  the 
District. 

2.  House  Accommodation  : Generally  good. 

3.  Overcrowding  : No  case  has  arisen. 

4.  Drainage  : No  important  difficulty  has  arisen. 

5.  Water  Supply  : On  the  whole  very  good. 

6.  Excrement  Disposal:  Varies  with  the  locality. 

7.  Scavenging : Has  been  done  by  Highway  Board. 

8.  Burial  Grounds  : Satisfactory. 

g.  Canal  Boats  : Regularly  inspected. 

10.  Bakehouse:  One  only.  This  has  been  well  kept. 

11.  Slaughterhouse  : One  only,  found  in  good  order. 

12  & 13.  Lodging  Houses:  None  in  the  District. 

14.  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  : Inspector  looks  well  after. 

15.  Offensive  Trades  : None  are  carried  on. 

16.  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Adi  : No  aCtion  required. 

17.  Food  unfit  for  Consumption  : No  case  has  arisen. 

18.  Byelaws  : None  in  force. 

19.  River  Pollution  : Practically  none. 

20.  Industries  ; A large  proportion  of  the  population  work 
at  the  manufactories  in  the  town,  the  rest  are  agricultural, 

21.  Vans  and  Tents  : Are  not  found  in  the  District. 

22.  Fruit  and  Hop  Pickers:  None  but  residents. 

23.  Department  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances  : Most  efficiently 
administered  by  Mr.  Steadman,  who  is  most  punctual  and 
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conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  gives  me 
every  assistance  in  his  power. 

24.  Vaccination  Acts:  Most  efficiently  carried  out. 

The  District  generally  is,  I believe,  in  a good  sanitary 
condition,  and  the  health  of  its  inhabitants  (putting  on  one 
side  the  numerous  cases  of  Scarlatina, — for  which  our 
proximity  to  the  Borough  is  responsible),  has  been  very 
good.

WOLVERLEY  DISTRICT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Births  registered  in  the  Wolverley  District  during 
the  year  1894  have  been  65,  or  23.62  per  1000.  In  1893 
there  were  74,  or  21.08  per  1000. 

Mortality : 

There  have  been  36  Deaths,  or  13.80  per  1000, — a 
very  low  death-rate,  though  somewhat  higher  than  in  last 
year,  when  it  was  8.83  only. 

Of  these  36  deaths  11  were  under  one  year,  and  11 
over  65  years  of  age,  leaving  only  14  deaths  between  these 
extremes. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate,  though  lower  than  it  was 
last  year,  is  still  rather  high  in  the  Wolverley  and  Cookley 
divisions  of  the  District,  owing  to  the  poverty  and  distress 
brought  on  by  the  closure  of  the  works. 

Sickness  : 

There  have  been  24  cases  of  Scarlatina  notified,  one 
of  which  died,  and  8 were  removed  into  the  Infectious 
Hospital  on  account  of  insufficient  means  of  isolation. 
Two  cases  of  Erysipelas  and  one  of  Puerperal  Fever  have 
also  been  notified,  these  recovered. 

On  January  15th,  in  consequence  of  six  cases  of 
Scarlatina  having  been  notified  in  various  parts  of  Wol- 
verley parish,  I requested  the  managers  to  close  the  Wol- 
verley National  Schools  for  three  weeks.  I was  obliged 
also  to  close  the  same  Schools  for  a similar  period  in 
November,  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Measles,  and 
by  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  made  a special 
report  to  them  cn  the  subject.  The  Cookley  Schools  were 
also  closed  during  the  greater  part  of  June  on  account  of 
the  prevalence  of  Measles. 

All  cases  of  Infectious  disease  are  visited  by  the 
Inspector  as  soon  as  possible  after  notification,  he  supplies 
disinfectants,  and  reports  at  once  to  me  upon  the  sanitary 
surroundings  of  the  case,  &c.  At  the  termination  of  the 
illness,  or  as  soon  as  the  case  is  removed,  he  personally 
superintends  fumigation  and  disinfection,  again  reporting 
particulars  to  me.

1.  Besides  visiting  when  it  appears  desirable  such  cases 
as  I have  referred  to,  or  any  in  which  the  Inspector  requires 
my  advice,  I frequently  go  through  the  various  parts  of 
my  district,  either  on  my  rounds  as  -District  Medical  Officer, 
or  with  a special  view  to  sanitary  superintendence.

3.  Overcrowding  occurred  m one  instance  at  Sion  Hill, 
Broadwaters,  and  was  immediately  abated  upon  notice  being 
served. 

4.  Drainage  has  been  well  looked  after,  and  defects  have 
been  remedied. 

5.  Water  Supply  is,  as  a rule,  plentiful  and  good. 

6.  Excrement  Disposal  varies.  No  regular  system  is 
required. 

7.  Scavenging  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Highway  Board 

8.  Burial  Grounds  are  satisfactory. 

9.  Canal  Boats  are  regularly  inspected. 

10.  Bakehouse.  Only  one,  which  is  well  kept. 

11.  Slaughterhouses.  Three,  which  have  been  inspected, 
and  found  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

There  are 
none  in  the  District.

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  District  during 
the  year  ended  31st  December  1894,  has  been  33  (18  males, 
15  females),  giving  a death  rate  of  14.7  per  1000  of  the 
population,  which  is  2,242  ; as  compared  with  13.8  for  1893  *> 
and  20.5  for  1892. 

The  deaths  were  distributed  in  the  four  divisions  of 
which  my  district  is  composed  as  follows : Chaddesley 
Corbett,  22;  Stone,  10;  Rushoc.k,  1 ; Broom,  o. 

Twenty  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  60  years 
and  upwards,  including  6 between  70  and  80,  and  7 over 
80  years. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Three  deaths  occurred  under  1 year  of  age,  a cor- 
responding number  occurring  in  1893  ; this  makes  the  infant 
mortality  50.0  per  1000  of  the  births  registered. 

Inquests  were  held  over  4 of  the  deaths,  and  one  was 
uncertified. 

The  following  diseases  were  notified  to  me  : 

Scarlatina,  9 cases. 

Diphtheria,  1 case. 

Typhoid  Fever,  1 case. 

Erysipelas,  3 cases. 
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The  Scarlatina  cases  occurred  in  different  parts  of  the 
district  . 6 m Chaddesley  Oorbett  ; 2 in  Stone  ; 1 in 

Rushock.  None  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 

Four  occurred  in  one  house  at  Barnett  Hill  (3  children 
and  the  father) , the  children  attended  Blakedown  Schools 
and  no  doubt  contracted  the  fever  there,  as  the  fever  was 
prevalent  in  the  village  at  the  time. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  remove  any  of  the  cases 
to  the  Borough  Infectious  Hospital,  as  isolation  could  be 
efficiently  carried  out. 

Measles  were  prevalent  in  Rushock  in  July;  no  fatal 
case  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  during  May,  June, 
and  July. 

II. - — SUMMARY  OF  ACTION  UNDERTAKEN  FOR  PREVENTING  THE 

SPREAD  OF  DISEASE. 

No  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were  removed  to  the 
Borough  Infectious  Hospital,  as  there  was  no  necessity  for 
their  removal. 

In  all  cases  disinfectants  were  supplied  by  the  Inspector, 
and  alter  recovery  the  rooms,  etc.,  were  thoroughly  dis- 
infected by  fumigation,  &c.,  and  whitewashing. 

Any  nuisances  occurring  in  the  district  are  promptly 
dealt  with  by  the  Inspector,  and  when  necessary,  he  reports 
the  circumstances  of  any  special  cases  to  me  immediately. 

III. — SANITARY  WORK  COMPLETED,  CONTEMPLATED,  OR 

REQUIRED. 

1.  — Systematic  Inspection:  Regularly  and  efficiently  per- 
formed, both  by  myself  and  the  Inspector,  Mr.  Steadman, 
who  is  a most  energetic  and  painstaking  officer.

3.  — Overcrowding:  Five  cases  occurred,  which  were 
abated. 

4 —Drainage  : Several  cases  of  defective  drainage  have 
been  dealt  with.  A large  open  drain  leading  fiom  tne 
North  end  of  the  village,  70  or  80  yards  in  length,  nas 
been  greatly  improved  by  the  laying  of  sanitar\  pipes 
the  wdiole  length. 

5 • Water  Supply : On  the  whole  is  verv  good  and 
plentiful.  Three  cases  of  defective  water  supply  have 
been  dealt  with. 

6 . — Excrement  Disposal:  No  general  system  adopted. 
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7* — Scavenging  : Carried  out  by  the  Highway  Board. 

8.  — Burial  Boards  and  Mortuaries  : Satisfactory. 

9.  — Canal  Boats  : None. 

10. — Bakehouses  : Regularly  inspected. 

t.  1. — Slaughter-houses : Regularly  inspected  and  lime- 
washed. 

12.  — Common  Lodging  Houses  : None  : 

13.  — Tenement  Lodging-houses  : None. 

14.  — Dairies , Cowsheds , and  Milkshops  : Carefully  inspected. 

15.  — Offensive  Trades  : None. 

16.  — Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  : No  action  required. 

17.  — Food  unfit  for  Human  Consumption  : No  cases. 

18.  — Byelaws  : None  in  force. 

19.  — River  Pollution  : Very  slight. 

20.  — Industries  : Agricultural  and  scythe  grinding. 

21.  — Vans  and  Tents  : None. 

22.  — Factories  and  Workshops  : Satisfactory. 

23.  — Special  Reports  of  M.O.H.  during  the  year : None. 

24.  — Vaccination  Acts  : Efficiently  carried  out. 

I may  say  in  conclusion  that  I consider  the  District  is 
in  a good  sanitary  condition.

Has  been  carried  out  as  usual  in  all  cases  of  Fever,  and  the 
infected  Cottages  and  Premises  have  been  required  to  be 
cleaned  and  white-washed. 

MEASLES 

Measles  appeared  in  Hoo  Brook  in  February,  and 
the  School  was  closed  for  three  weeks.  Also  the  Schools 
closed  in  Wolverley  for  three  weeks  in  January,  1894,  and 
again  in  December.  Measles  appeared  in  Cookley  in  June  ;
